CAUCUS GAG AND

PARTY LASH RULED

Progress and Welfare Utterly
Disregarded by Majority,

He Declares.

(Sprcltl from t Stiff CorrromdtDt of Th
nln World.)

ALBANY. April 26. Here Is the
way Gov. Smith views tho legislative
bcsslon Just ended:

"The disciples of Bourbonlsm and
reaction effectively controlled legis-
lative action. Tho problems of the
day romaln unsolved and few meas-
ures of Statc-wld- o Importance were
considered. Political expediency over-
shadowed public necessity.

"The utter disregard toy tho mem-
bers of the majority for what meant
progress nn,d welfare constitutes a
formldablo challenge to democratic
representative government Not
only did thoy defeat measures that
meant a gain tor humanity, but they
attempted to movo back the hands
on the clook of progress. They left
the State dt least for this year
without hope of any remedy to
check tho g, cost of
government a burden which Is
pressing upon the shoulders ot every
member of tho Commonwealth.
Temporary expedients, calculated to
allay but not cure, were In high
favor. Measures intended to bring
about permanent Improvement for
ino ruiuro wero brushed aside.

"Tho party caucus was used to
stifle measuresthat havo no political
significance. Jhe Welfare Bills were
not defeated, they were smothered.
In fairness to tho Senate, It must bo
said that It arose to tho occasion.
Probably at no time In our history
was thoro greater reason for a free
and open discussion of problems ot
government than at this very time.
The cntlro programme of reconstruc-
tion not only met defeat but nothing
was suggested In Its placo. Measures
of .sunu and enlightened progress
wero met by a policy of repression.

"Whit thero was of leadership waa
political hnd calculated only to serve
Uim ends ot suMshnesn. The grant
forum for public discussion was dark-
ened, and the decisions that meant
so much to the people ot this State
wero mado In a side room behind
closed doors, Tbcso decisions como
from tho few, and the many chbi'ged
with responsibility either acquiesced
or wore hclnlcss.

"The progressive measures In tho
Interest of humanity wero decided by
the party lash and the caucus gag
rqincr inuu iv upon UiHCUsslon iu me
forum provided bv tho Constitution.
That tho human appeal contained In
measures for the relief of women and
children should bo stifled surpasses
understanding, a well thought out
constructive programme was sacri-
ficed on the altar of politics.

"I congralulato the memberaof the
minority tor their strong and vigorous
fight nmilnut the forces .of blind self-Int- el

est and 1 hasten to assure them
that their day of victory Is only post-
poned. They havo behind them every
right feeling and right thinking cltl- -
